Tornadoes smash Chicago; 4 killed

Tornadoes, wild winds and thunder­ 
storms battered metropolitan Chicago 
and a wide area of the Midwest Sunday 
night, killing 4 persons and injuring at 
least 45. 
The storms also were blamed for the 
slaying of one woman and injury of at 
least five other persons when gangs of 
youths assaulted motorists forced by 
flooding to detour from the Dan Ryan 
Expressway, the nation’s busiest 
highway, and other major streets on 
Chicago’s South Side. 
Tornadoes ravaged a three-square-mile 
area of Lemont, 111., a southwest side 
Chicago suburb, killing 2 persons and in­ 
juring 24 as they unroofed scores of 
houses and tossed automobiles around 
like toys. A South Side Chicago man was 


electrocuted when he came in contact 
with a downed power line near his home. 
A farmer at Preston, Minn., was killed 
when a storm toppled a tree on him as he 
rode a tractor pulling a load of hay. At 
least IO other persons were hospitalized 
by storm injuries in Minnesota, at least 7 
were injured in Wisconsin and 4 in Iowa. 
Farmer Rick Hildebrand of Gilbert, 
Iowa, scurried for safety to the bottom of 
a well when a tornado swept in on his 
farm. When state troopers pulled him 
out of the well an hour later, he found his 
home, outbuildings and all his belong­ 
ings had been destroyed. 
“I’ve lost everything,” he said. “I 
don’t know what I’m going to do.” 
Shocked residents of Lemont spoke of 
the tornadoes in war terms. They said 
they got hit twice, first from the 
southwest and then from the southeast. 


“It stayed forever and ever and ever,” 
Mrs. Joyce Arnold said. “When we 
thought it was over, it came back from 
the opposite direction.” 
James Brann said, “My home is shot. I 
saw this in Europe during World War II. 
I never thought I’d see it (such 
devastation) again.” 
No damage estimate was available but 
one police spokesman said “it’s got to be 
in the millions of dollars.” 
At least three twisters touched down 
on Chicago’s South Side and high winds 
ripped down power lines, cutting off 
electricity to some 30,000 homes in the 
city and suburbs. One man was elec­ 
trocuted by a downed line in a South Side 
alley near his home. 
Another person was injured in a 
twister near suburban Downers Grove. 
Cars were ordered off portions of the 


Dan Ryan because up to five feet of 
water covered the pavement. 
Mrs. Phyllis Anderson, 51, was shot in 
the head and killed; her husband, Leo, 
51, was hospitalized in critical condition 
for bullet wounds in the neck and 
shoulder. The Andersons’ three children 
were cut by flying glass and were 
hospitalized, in fair condition. 
Police said the Andersons had to leave 
the expressway because of flooding and 
stopped at a flooded viaduct (Mi a South 
Side street, where four youths offered to 
push them through the water for $10. 
When Anderson refused, police said, the 
youths broke the car’s rear window and 
one of the four fired three shots into the 
car. 
Police said at least 15 assaults were 
reported among motorists who were 
forced to leave the flooded highway.

It was unclear whether the super­ 
visors would act immediately (rn a staff 
recommendation to join the fire depart­ 
ment to the forestry division control for 
reasons of economy.

Business bribe disclosure 
legislation asked by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a move to 
“ restore confidence” in American 
business, President Ford announced to­ 
day he will seek legislation requiring dis­ 
closure of payments by U S. firms seek­ 
ing to influence foreign transactions. 
In a statement, Ford also said the ad­ 
ministration will support legislation 
proposed by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to make it unlawful for any 
person to falsify any record or account 
concerning payments by American 
businesses. 
He said he would also ask major U.S. 
trading partners to move swiftly on a 
proposed international agreement on 
questionable corporate payments 
abroad. 
Later, speaking to reporters in the 
White House press room, Ford said be 
hoped the legislation would act “as a 
deterrent to bribery.” 
He said the “ vast majority” of 
American business firms are “honest 
and outstanding” but said the 
“ unethical” corporations have harmed 
the business environment. “ Many 
citizens no longer trust big business,” he 


said. 
He said the confidence must be 
restored by putting firms on a “clean 
and honest basis.” 
The President based his decision on a 
Cabinet level task force, headed by Com­ 
merce Secretary Elliot L. Richardson. 
“ From the initial findings of the task 
force it is clear that the questionable 
payments problem must be taken 
seriously,” Ford said. “The number of 
U.S. firms implicated has been relative­ 
ly small but the pattern of improper 
behavior involved cannot be tolerated 
“ It is totally inconsistent with 
American values,” he added. “ It 
threatens to harm our foreign relations. 
If allowed to continue it could badly 
erode public and international confi­ 
dence in American business and in­ 
stitutions.” 
The President created the task force 
March 31 after disclosures by congres­ 
sional investigating committees that the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., and other cor­ 
porations had engaged in bribery of of­ 
ficials of foreign countries in pursuit of 
contracts. 


Adoption of the 1976-’77 fiscal budget 
for the City of Lompoc and purchase of 
two mini-buses for a pilot transportation 
program top a busy agenda for the city 
council Tueftiay night. 
The council meets in its chambers at

The council is scheduled to consider a 
revised agreement with the Lompoc 
Economic Development Association, 
calling for $5,000 funding for the first 
quarter of the new fiscal year with 
further funding to follow a review of 
progress at the end of that period. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam is recommending that the city 
purchase two demonstrator model 
Mercedes Benz diesel-powered 
buses 
with which to launch the city’s pilot 
project for a public transportation 
system. 
On June I the Transportation Advisory 
Committee had asked for $32,000 to be 
allocated to purchase two mini-buses. At 
that time, Lam said, it was envisioned to 
buy two expanded coaches manufactured 
by Far West. 
Since that time, he added, the 
Mercedes Benz diesel buses, each with 
about 7,000 miles on them but never 
registered because they were used as 
demonstrators have been offered at con­ 
siderable savings over the price of new 
buses. Both of the vehicles would cost 
$28,690. An optional wheel chair lift 
would cost an additional $5,300; noise , 
suppression devices would cost $1,000; 
two citizen band radios, $500 and fare 
boxes installed would add $750 to the 
cost. The total price, if all options are 
selected, will be $38,414.40, including 
$2,174.40 in sales tax.

Jimmy Carter’s delegate count 
climbed steadily today as Sen. Frank 
Church of Idaho formally withdrew from 
the Democratic presidential race, throw­ 
ing his support to the former Georgia 
governor. 
At ll a m. EDT, the UPI count showed 
Carter with 1,346 delegates, just 159 
short of the number needed to win the 
Democratic nomination. 
Carter could go over the top later to­ 
day when leaders of the big New York 
delegation urge their members to unite 
behind the Georgian. Carter won only 33 
of the 274 New York Delegates in the 
primary. 
In the tight Republican battle, the 
count was 987 for President Ford and 881 
for Ronald Reagan, with 1,130 needed to 


win the nomination. 
Ford’s political advisers said today he 
will win enough delegates in state con­ 
ventions in Iowa, Minnesota, Connec­ 
ticut and Delaware to go into the 
Republican National Convention with a 
“commanding lead” over Reagan. 
But they admitted Reagan held the 
edge in upcoming battles for 31 delegates 
in Colorado and 38 in the state of 
Washington. 


Ford spokesman Peter Kaye said “We 
are reasonably confident” of the Presi­ 
dent defeating Reagan for the GOP 
nomination. 
Church told a news conference in 
Washington he believed Carter had “won 
entitlement to the nomination by taking 
his candidacy to the people in all parts of 


the country.” 
Church released his 74 delegates and 
there were reports from throughout the 
country that some of them were moving 
to Carter. Church won the Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska and Oregon primaries 
after entering the Democratic race late. 
Church refused to speculate on his 
chances of being offered the opportunity 
to run as the vice presidential candidate 
on a Carter ticket. He said he had “no ex­ 
pectation one way or the other.” 


Carter, along with Morris Udall and 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., both of 
whom are still hunting for delegates, 
was scheduled to address the New York 
delegation. Carter lined up the support of 
alm ost every m ajor New York 
Democrat in his bid for delegates. 
Supervisors vote to cut planning 
commission down to five members

Seeing another way to cut county 
government costs, the Board of Super­ 
visors has voted 3-2 to reduce the nine- 
member County Planning Commission to 
five members, effective the first week of 
January, 1977. 
Savings would be more than $12,000, it 
was estimated, on the basis that a tenth 
commissioner — as originally proposed 
by Supervisor Robert E. Kallman would 
have contributed $3,044 to the recom­ 
mended $439,271 Planning Department 
budget for the 1976-’77 fiscal year. 
Kallman — instead of taking advan­ 
tage of a new state law enacted at 
request of the county to allow the county 
to add a loth commissioner — proposed 
the reduction to five commissioners in­ 
stead. Kallman has had only one ap­ 
pointee on the commission and wanted 
two — the same number as the others. 
But the new arrangement will mean all 
five will have on appointee instead. 
The reduction in the number of com­ 
missioners means that either Robert 
Lilley or Robert Hedlund — depending on 
who wins the supervisorial district post 
in November — will name a single 
member for 1977. Two current members 


at* Dr. M.V., Duncan, of Lompoc, and 
Boyd Bettencourt, of Santa Ynez. That 
would mean either Lompoc Valley or 
Santa Ynez Valley would find Itself “left 
out,” so to speak, in having a home com­ 
missioner, unless some sort of com­ 
promise were made in the naming of a 
commissioner somewhere in between 
Lompoc and Solvang, such as Buellton. 
Supervisor Slater said he was opposed 
to the reduction at this time as he felt the 
three new supervisors coming on the 
board in January should make this deci­ 
sion. 
Joining Kallman in voting to cut down 
the commission’s size were Board 
chairman Frank J. Frost and Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher. Opposed were Super­ 
visors Francis H. Beattie and James M. 
Slater. 
Supervisor Fletcher felt the Planning 
Department recommended budget, 
which is $37,907 less than the budget of 
this year, should be chopped down 
further, with fewer employes allowed. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson con­ 
tended the work load has been increasing 
while his staff of 27 has remained cons­ 
tant. 
The special department expense item 
in the budget which includes planning 


commission expense totaled 134 898 
The supervisors decided to put off a 
decision on the Planning Department 
budget until Tuesday afternoon. 
By that time, they may get a report 
from Auditor-Controiler Paul Floyd as to 
whether savings can be expected from a 
proposed consolidation of Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQ) into Plann­ 
ing Department. Johnson said he feels 
such a merger could cost at least $10,000 
more if “equitable” salary raises are 
made in his department in line with 
heavier environmental responsibilities, 
even though Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds comes into his office 
in the reduced capacity of division chief. 
Another $20,000 added might result from 
having to pay an appeals board under the 
new setup as advanced by Supervisor 
Kallman, it is estimated. Kallman s 
current request for cost study of 
amalgamation does not at this time take 
in the appeals board proposal, which 
could be put through later separately. 
Johnson has estimated revenues at 
$102,820 fro the coming fiscal year, an in­ 
crease of $72,345 over the current year, 
mainly an the basis of a higher fee 
schedule approved by the board in Oc­ 
tober. 
Demo platform comes under attack 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A tentative 
Democratic platform drafted over the 
weekend came under attack from 
several directions today during the first 
session of the party’s 153-member Plat­ 
form Committee. 
Former Sen. Joseph Clark of Penn­ 
sylvania said the section on foreign 
policy “could have been written in the 
Pentagon.” 
It says, among other things, that “pur­ 
suit of detente will require maintenance 
of a strong American military deter­ 
rent” along with “ hard bargaining" and 
it warns against overselling the benefits 
of detente to the American public. 
Another member of the platform com­ 
mittee, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., said 
the document should be changed to urge 
that the federal government reimburse 


local governments for welfare costs and 
that various forms of federal aid should 
be more evenly apportioned among 
states. 
She said the draft platform, prepared 
over the weekend by a 15-member sub­ 
committee, does not say enough about 
equal employment opportunities for 
women. 
Several delegates urged that a section 
calling for pardon of thoae who evaded 
the draft because they objected to the 
Vietnam War be expanded to also cover 
military deserters and those given less 
than honorable discharges because of 
their stand on the war. Some urged that 
the word “ pardon” be changed to 
“ amnesty.” 
Other delegates said they would try to 
amend the draft to include an in­ 


dividual’s “ sexual preference’’ or “sex­ 
ual orientation" among the list of things 
over which discrimination should be ban­ 
ned. 
Susan Wiencke, a member from 
Wisconsin, urged that the platform call 
for the president to hold at least two 
press conferences every month. 
The committee expects to adopt a plat­ 
form by Wednesday, which would then 
go to the Democratic convention in New 
York for approval. 
M assachusetts Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis said the platform is “sound and 
fiscally responsible.” 
It calls for national health insurance, 
and an “ income floor" for the poor and 
other social programs. But it proposes to 
pay for these largely out of the economic 
benefits of reducing unemployment

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today rejected appeals challenging 
Boston’s school desegregation plan — a 
plan the administration considered and 
then rejected as a vehicle for contesting 
court-ordered busing. 
The justices acted in a brief order and 
left standing appeals court rulinp that 
upheld the busing plan in IU entirety. 
In other action, the justices: 
— Cleared the way for enforcement of 
federal regulations requiring a steady 
reduction in the lead content of gasoline, 
despite objections by refiners that there 
was inadequate evidence the lead is 
hazardous to health. 
— Ruled unanimously that l l states 
have no right under federal law to tax In­ 
dians living on reservations. 
— Let stand a lower court ruling that 
minimum height requirements for police 


officers do not unconstitutionally dis­ 
criminate a p inst women. 
President Ford and Attorney General 
Edward Levi suggested last month that 
the federal government might intervene 
on behalf of Mayor Kevin White and the 
Boston School Committee to challenge 
the Boston busing order. 
They later backed away from the case, 
in part because the Justice Department 
did not wish to “ reward” thoae who used 
violence in an effort to block the busing. 
In addition, civil rights lawyers 
suggested that other cases, still pending 
in lower courts, might stand a better 
chance to win Supreme Court review if 
the justices wish to examine busing 
guidelines. 
The gasoline appeal was brought by 
refiners after the U S Court of Appeals 


in Washington upheld Environmental 
Protection Agency regulations requiring 
reduced lead levels beginning this year. 
Under the regulation, lead levels will be 
reduced through 1979. 
EPA said the lead additive was a 
threat to the nation’s health and was 
responsible for 90 percent of lead In 
urban air. Refiners countered unsuccess­ 
fully that the EPA exceeded IU powers 
because there was insufficient evidence 
the lead was harmful. 
In the policemen’s height case, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals in Cincinnati ruled 
that the East Cleveland, Ohio, police 
department had reasonable grounds for 
establishing minimum height require­ 
ments since tall officers have a 
psychological advantage when con­ 
fronting criminals,

“To receive payments under 
the government’s Medicare and 
Medi-Cal programs of health 
care for the elderly and the 
poor, hospitals must be ap­ 
proved by either CMA or 
JCAH,” he concluded.

La Morada 
girls unit 
to continue 


The county’s La Morada 
facility for teen-aged girls will 
continue in operation during the 
full fiscal year of 1976-77, the 
Board of Supervisors has 
decided. 
The unanimous decision 
followed a recommendation by 
the administrative office to 
close the facility next January 
in the middle of the fiscal year. 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond . D. Johnson said an 
analysis by his office showed 
the average population at the 
facility west of Santa Barbara 
was 12.6 girls per day, and the 
the 9160,992 budget the current 
year spelled out a 91,001 cost 
per girl per month. 
N et c o sts per in m a te, 
however, were shown to be in 
the area of about 9950, it was 
stated, in view of revenues 
received from parents and from 
California Youth Authority. 
The 1976-77 La Morada 
budget totals 9171,456. 
Supervisors were forced to 
add half this figure to the 1976- 
’77 county budget as it had not 
been included in the proposed 
budget given the board by 
Johnson. 
Johnson said it was felt the 
county could save money by 
closing the facility next year, 
and sending the girls to private 
institutions. He said that 
because La Morada is a county 
institution, its costs are not of­ 
fset by many revenues that a 
private institutional placement 
was eligible for including Medi­ 
cal benefits, social security 
reimbursements for eligible 
children, and State and Federal 
funding on children with court 
orders.

) County 3% 
pay hike 
I approved 


The Board of Supervisors met 
Saturday morning in a rare 
weekend meeting and adopted 
on final reading a new county 
salary ordinance applying a 3 
per cent wage boost to some 500 
county employes coming under 
bargaining rights of the AFL* 
CIO Social Services Union 
Local 535. 
Janet Bandy, field represen­ 
tative of the union representing 
employes in the county welfare, 
probation and mental health 
departments, said the union 
membership had voted “two- 
thirds in favor’’ of the new con­ 
tract hammered out between 
union and county negotiators 
last weekend. 
Bandy declared that the con­ 
tract settlement contains an 
agreem ent whereby if any 
other employe group negotiates 
an actual salary boost greater 
than 3 per cent, the employes 
represented by Local 535 will 
get the extra increase as well. 
Local 535 was the first of six 
county employe groups to sign a 
new pact with the county, and 
employes coming under the 
new agreement will get their 
pay increase starting with pay 
checks issued the week of July 
12, first pay period of the new 
fiscal year. 
County firem en, Deputy 
S h e r iff’s A ssn ., County 
Employes Assn. and other 
groups were described as being 
in a temporary impasse in 
negotiations with the county as 
of Friday. State Labor Con­ 
ciliator Frank McCarthy was 
trying to bring about further 
settlements. Employes Assn. 
general m anager M ichael 
Kilgore said his association had 
rejected the 3 per cent offer. 
Kilgore said his association, 
largest in the county, had 
presented supervisors with 
ideas of how to save large sums 
which could be used to give 
county employes raises com­ 
mensurate with the advancing 
cost of living. 
The agreement with Social 
Services Union is also being ap­ 
plied to all unrepresented 
county employes as well as 
department heads and assistant 
department heads. 
Elected officers are not in­ 
cluded in the 3 per cent offer. 
They include members (rf the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Ms. Bandy said the pact with 
her union was also advan­ 
tageous in that vacation provi­ 
sions have been improved even 
though Election Day, Columbus 
Day and Lincoln’s Birthday are 
eliminated as county holidays. 
V eteran s’ Day w ill be a 
“floating holiday” under which 
employes may take off 8 hours 
at another time when they work 
that day.

Denials pour in 
on sex scandals 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Denials are pouring from con­ 
gressmen accused in a growing 
sex scandal that includes tales 
of a houseboat sex party, a Utah 
law m ak er a r r e s te d for 
p ro p o sitio n in g a decoy 
streetwalker and a hint of 
forced homosexuality. 
Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, 
Sunday denied participating in 
a houseboat sex party with 
Elizabeth Hay, the former con­ 
gressional secretary who fibst 
took the covers off the scandal 
and told of escapades with Rep. 


Wayne Hays, D-Ohio. 
Colleen Gardner, a 28-year- 
old blonde divorcee, said she 
watched Gravers sexual adven­ 
tures at a party on the Potomac 
during the early 1970s. Mrs. 
Gardner, a former secretary 
for Rep. John Young, D-Tex. 
said a major part of that job 
was going to bed with her boss. 
Gravel labeled the charges 
‘'ridiculous" and said he was 
never on the boat. The 
houseboat was owned by Rep. 
Ken Gray, D-Ill., who supposed­ 
ly was being entertained by 
Rep. Hays improving 
from drug overdose 


BARNESVILLE, Ohio (UPI) 
— As the Congressional payroll- 
sex scandal widened during the 
weekend with accusations 
against two more lawmakers, 
Ohio’s Wayne Hays, at the 
center of the storm , was 
reported rapidly improving 
from a drug overdose. 
The head of the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee, ac­ 
cused by a former clerk of pay­ 
ing for sex with her out of 
public funds, was listed in 
satisfactory condition at 
Barnesville Hospital Sunday 
and allowed visits by his fami­ 
ly- 
Pat, his bride of two months, 
had stayed at the hospital with 
him since his admission Thurs­ 
day. 
Reports were that Hays, an 
Ohio Democrat, was "back to 
normal, ordering people around 
and asking about his farm." He 
was expected to spend another 
week in the hospital and then 
seven to IO days at home in 
n earby 
B elm on t 


recuperating. 
While Hays recovers, the 
scandal that embroiled him was 
fed by more charges. Sen Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska, was accused 
of being a sex partner to Hays’ 
clerk, Elizabeth Ray. 
Making the accusation Satur­ 
day was Colleen Gardner, a 28- 
year-old blonde who also had 
accused Texas Democrat John 
Young of forcing her to submit 
to his advances as a job require­ 
ment. 
Rep. Allan Howe, D-Utah, 
was charged Saturday with 
soliciting sex acts for hire in 
Salt Lake City. 
Despite Hays’ improvement, 
his physician, Dr. Richard 
Phillips, said he did not plan to 
ask Hays whether he tried to 
take his own life. 
" I ’m not going to talk to him 
about it until he wants to talk 
about it, and when he does, that 
would fall in the realm of 
(privileged) 
doctor-patient 
relationship," Phillips said. 
“You’re not going to know it 
from me," he said. 
Speeding train hits 
auto; five killed 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (UPI) - 
A speeding freight train 
smashed into a car trapped 
between guard rails by heavy 
traffic Sunday, killing five 
elderly persons and carrying 
their crumpled car a half-mile 
down the tracks. 
“It was horrifying. I couldn’t 
understand why those people 
didn t get out,” recalled G eorge 
Onorio, 49, of nearby Redlands, 
who watched the accident from 
his car just across the tracks. 
“ I realized the train was go­ 
ing to hit them. I saw it coming 
around the curve. But they 
were frozen there. 
“ When the train hit I was 
showered with glass and dirt. A 
carful of girls who had just 
made it across the tracks burst 
into tears and started screa­ 
ming. It was really horrifying." 


The driver of the car, Thelma 
Kelsey, 71, of the Sun City 
retirement community, appar- 
, ently tried to escape moments 
before the impact. 
“ She was bal way out when 
the train hit,” Onario said, 
“ and it just sucked her into the 
engine." 
Mrs. Kelsey was thrown 75 
feet by the impact. Her four 
passengers were apparently 
killed instantly as the engine 
impaled the car. 
The other four victims, all 
from Sun City, were identified 
as John Drumm, 70; Janet 
Drumm, 65; Elizabeth Buchin, 
66; and Marguerite Dixon, 70. 
The train just missed another 
car also trapped inside the 
guard rails by the bumper-to- 
bumper traffic caused primari­ 
ly by a nearby swap meet. 


Mrs. Gardner. 
Gravel called on the Justice 
Department, which is investi­ 
gating the Hays affair, to look 
into his former secretary’s 
charges. 
Mrs. Gardner said sex was 
the main reason she was able to 
draw an annual salary of 826,000 
— m ore than double the 
average pay for women staffers 
at the Capitol. Miss Ray, who 
said her federal paycheck was 
for being a mistress, was paid 
$14,000 a year, also above the 
average of around $10,000. 
Mrs. Gardner says some 
male workers also are subject­ 
ed to pressures for sex. 
She said in an interview that 
“ men are very affected by this 
system, as much as the women 
are." She added, “ Some men 
are oppressed sexually, ami 
other men-are oppressed in dif­ 
ferent ways.” 
When asked if men as well as 
women were forced to have sex 
with their congressional bosses, 
Mrs. Gardner replied, “ Some 
men, yes." She said it was not 
widespread but that “ it does ex­ 
ist." 
Rep. Allan Howe, D-Utah, 
returned to Washington Sunday 
after being arrested in Salt 
Lake City Saturday night (rn 
charges of soliciting sex from 
two undercover policewomen 
posing as prostitutes. 
Howe, 48-year-old father of 
five, said he was “ innocent of 
any wrongdoing’’ and begged 
his “ friends and all the good 
people of Utah to withhold their 
judgment."/ 
Howe said he was lured to the 
scene under false pretenses and 
that he was “ obviously the 
target of some trap or set up to 
make it appear I was doing 
something wrong." 
Police released a transcript 
of the conversation, which was 
tape recorded. It showed Howe 
in itiatin g the exchange, 
describing the type of sex he 
wanted and how much he was 
willing to pay. 
He offered $20 for oral sex 
and intercourse.

Seymour Feiz, a lawyer 
handling Miss Ray’s literary 
business, said 600,000 copies of 
her book on Washington have 
been “disposed of" and that a 
second printing of perhaps one 
million copies has been or­ 
dered. 
The book, "The Washington 
Fringe Benefit," will be pub­ 
lished in the fall.

Senate oks foreign aid bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate approved today a $8.8 
billion foreign military aid bill 
which slashes $35 million from 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s proposed new Afri­ 
can policy, but authorizes $4.5 
billion in aid and credits for the 
Middle East. 
The Senate acted on a roll call 
vote of 62 to 18. Its version of 
the bill now goes to a House- 
Senate conference to iron out 
differences with the House ver­ 
sion, passed June 2 by a vote of 
255 to 140 
A two-week delaying action 
by Sen. Jam es B. Allen, a 
defender of the white minority 
government of Rhodesia, was 
broken late Friday afternoon 
when the Senate accepted by 
voice vote four amendments by 
the Alabama Democrat which 
would: 
— Delete $25 million intended 
for black African countries of 
southern Africa, Mozambique 
and Botswana. The House 
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PITTSBURGH (UPI) - U.S. 
Steel Corp. and the federal En­ 
vironm ental 
Protection 
Agency are locked in a battle 
over air pollution which could 
affect the steel industry nation­ 
wide. 
EPA wants to set federal air 
pollution controls on a national 
basis. U.S. Steel shies from be­ 
ing used as a means of forcing 
other companies to meet cer­ 
tain standards because it has to 
accept them. 
Each side has charged the 
other with being inflexible, 
stubborn and arbitrary.

Pittsburgh and its surround­ 
ing mill towns are caught in the 
middle. To some of their resi­ 
dents tile issue appears to be 
smoke and continued em ­ 
ployment, or clean air and 
fewer jobs. 
In the days of Andrew 
Carnegie people were more in­ 
terested in jobs and the smoke 
belching from the mills and 
coke oven plants was largely ig­ 
nored.

In 1972, U.S. Steel signed a 
consent decree with local and 
state officials saying it would, 
in effect, stop polluting at its 
nearby Clairton Coke Works, 
largest in the world 
Coke is a necessary ingredi­ 
ent in steelmaking — but it also 


barred Mozambique from re­ 
ceiving aid funds for fear these 
would be used to finance ac­ 
tivities against Rhodesia. 
— Reduce from $60 million to 
$50 million the economic as­ 
sistance to be equally divided 
between Zaire and Zambia 
— Prohibit any funds from 
being used to finance guerrilla 
activities against the white 
minority government of Rhode­ 
sia.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Syrian tanks and troops thrust 
south across Lebanon today and 
captured a key leftist position 
near Mt. Hermon in the wake of 
a new breakdown of Libyan- 
mediated truce talks. 
Israeli military sources said 
Syrian armored units have ad­ 
vanced to within 14 miles of the 
tile Israeli border. But govern­ 
ment sources said Israel does 
not yet consider the Syrian 
thrust into south Lebanon a 
security threat and will take 
military action only if there is a 
dramatic new development. 
A Syrian armored force 
pushed south from the eastern 
Bekaa valley into the lower 
Arkoub region overnight, cap­ 
turing the main leftist military 
barracks at Rachaya on the 
western slopes of Mt. Hermon, 
38 miles southeast of Beirut, ac­ 
cording to a communique by the 
joint Palestinian-Lebanese lef­ 
tist command. 
"The Syrians have succeeded 
in occupying the Rachaya 
military barracks after fierce, 
night-long battles in which our 
forces managed to repulse 
them several times, the comu- 
nique said. “ The Syrians are 
now massing tanks and other 
vehicles at Rachaya in prepara­ 
tion for another advance." 
Western defense sources con­ 
firmed that Syrian armored 
columns from the Bekaa have 
advanced south into the lower 
Arkoub in what they said ap­ 
peared to be a bid to consolidate 
control over the Lebanese 
countryside while Libyan and 
Arab league attem pts to 
negotiate a truce. 
Palestinian sources said the 
latest Syrian truce proposals 
brought from Damascus by Li­ 
byan premier Abdel Salam 
Jalloud Sunday night had been 
rejected because they "fell far 
short" of Palestinian and leftist 
demands for Syria’s total and 


immediate withdrawal of its es­ 
timated 15,000 troops now in 
Lebanon and their replacement 
with a smaller pan-Arab peace­ 
keeping force appointed by the 
Arab League. 
The Palestinians accused the 
Syrians of “expecting us to 
respect a truce while they stall 
for time to allow their forces to 
surround and crush us." 
In Damascus, Syrian Infor­ 
mation Minister Ahmed Iskan- 
dar Ahmed told reporters that 
Syria’s “ only aim in Lebanon 
was to help stabilize security so 
that the Lebanese may sit down 
and reach a solution to their 
war that will allow President­ 
elect Elias Aarkis to assume 
his office and the process of 
reconstruction to begin." 
Although Iskandar did not say 
so directly, this was interpreted 
by most observers as a declara­ 
tion of Syria’s apparent intent 
to keep its troops in Lebanon 
until the leftists and Palesti­ 
nians agree to its terms for a 
settlement. 
According to Palestinian and 
leftist sources, the offer Jalloud 
brought from Damascus includ­ 
ed a phased withdrawal of 
Syrian regular troops into the 
eastern and northern border 
regions of Lebanon provided 
Syrian-controlled Saiqa forces 
routed from Palestinian strong­ 
holds in Beirut and Sidon last 
week are allowed to return. 
The offer was also conditional 
on the acceptance “ by all 
Lebanese factions" of the six- 
nation force appointed by the 
Arab league to serve as 
Lebanon’s peace-keepers, they 
said.

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Legislature set 
for final action 
on state's budget

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Hie 
legislature, with only a few 
weeks left before the July sum* 
mer recess, will begin final 
deliberation this week on its 
version of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr/s 1976-77 fiscal year 
budget. 
Both the Senate and the As­ 
sembly have approved their 
spending proposals for the com­ 
ing fiscal year beginning July I 
and the differences between the 
two will be ironed out in a joint 
conference committee. 
After final passage of the 
legislative version, which likely 
will be higher than the gover­ 
nor's spending proposal, it goes 
to Brown, who has the authority 
to “blue pencil" items from the 
budget. 
Under deadline pressure last 
week, the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee killed a conservationist- 
supported Mil aimed at per­ 
manently guarding the state’s 
1,000-miles of coastline against 
overdevelopment. 
Environmentalists may ask 
Brown to call a special session 
of the legislature in an effort to 
sa lv a g e 
a 
perm anent 
commission to control develop­ 
ment along the coast. 
Supported by the Sierra Club, 
the bill originated as the result 


of voter passage of the historic 
1973 Coastline Initiative, which 
created a temporary coastal 
commission with a life of four 
years. The legislation was 
designed to permanently 
continue that commission. 
The Senate last week passed 
its $13.88 billion version of the 
budget. It was lower than the 
assembly’s, which stood at just 
over HS billion. Both were 
higher than Brown’s originally 
proposed $13.8 billion spending 
package. 
The Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee last week 
handed Brown a setback when 
it delayed for this year a plan, 
proposed by the governor, to 
spend 925 million to create 3,000 
jobs a year for a three-year 
period. 
Earlier, the legislature pas­ 
sed three nuclear safeguard 
Mils which would prohibit con­ 
struction of new atomic energy 
plants until waste disposal apd 
reprocessing of nuclear fuel are 
approved by the legislature. 
Brown signed the bills just 
five days before voters 
defeated a controversial ballot 
proposition which would have 
placed stringent safety restric­ 
tions on existing and new 
nuclear power plants.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
State Controller Kenneth Cory 
says giant public utilities are 
escaping local property taxes 
throughout California at the ex­ 
pense erf individual taxpayers 
who find their taxes soaring. 
Cory said Sunday that in the 
last two years the assessed 
value of utility properties fixed 
by the stae Board of Equaliza­ 
tion increased slightly over 9.3 
per cent while non-utility valua­ 
tions by county assessors in­ 
creased 23.7 per cent. 
Cory, who is a member of the 
Board of Equalization, said 
“that adds up to a big break for 
the utilities no matter how 
much difference there is in the 
factors that shape the value of a 
huge corporation as compared 
to a small individual taxpayer.” 
Cory said the board for too 
long has operated on assess­ 
ment principles which “derive 
unrealistic conclusions’* from 
the information necessary to 
evaluate the large corporations 
in the face of rapid 
and 
widespread economic changes. 
He said he will recommend to 
the board when it meets Friday 
to instruct its professional staff 
to review the present evalua­ 
tion factors and recommend 
new analytical approaches 
which will more closely reflect 
today’s actual market value of 
utility properties.

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Teamsters' boss 
lashes accusers 
The $2 bill: William Simon's 'golden egg' 


LAS VEGAS (UPI) - Obvi­ 
ously angered by new allega­ 
tions of corruption in the 
Teamsters Union, President 
Frank Fitzsimmons launched 
the union’s 21st convention by 
comparing his accusers to 
prostitutes and Communist in­ 
filtrators. 
“Do you want to listen to a 
handful of dissidents or do you 
want to listen to a membership 
of two million persons?’* Fitz­ 
simmons asked reporters prior 
to the start of the convention to­ 
day. 
Fitzsimmons, who also at­ 
tacked the reporters who 
questioned him Sunday night, 
was particularly annoyed by a 
report published recently by 
PROD, Inc., a dissident group 
which claims to represent 2,000 
Teamster members. The report 
accused Fitzsimmons and top 
union officials of illegally reap­ 
ing salaries in excess of $100,000 
a year. 
He said there was “ no 
question’’ some officials earn 
that much, but he did not think 
they were overpaid. “What’s so 
magic about the number 
$100,000,’’ he asked. 
“ Strange enough, there 
haven’t been any convictions or 
indictments in the handling of 
the business of this inter­ 
national union.’’ 
Fitzsimmons chose to vent 
his anger.at a time when his un­ 
ion is under increased scrutiny 
by federal and congressional in­ 
vestigators resulting from 
charges of pension fund corrup­ 
tion, alleged ties with organized 
crime and the still unsolved dis­ 
appearance of former union 
President Jimmy Hoffa. 


Under these circumstances, 
dissidents questioned why 
Labor Secretary W.J. Usery 
chose to put his “stamp of ap­ 
proval” by agreeing to speak to 
the convention today. 
Fitzsimmons described the 
dissidents as “a bunch of 
prostitutes” and added, “It puts 
me in mind of the old days of 
the Communistic trend and 
thrust to invade labor organiza­ 
tions in the United States.” 
“I can tell you one thing,” he 
added. “There’s no group that’s 
going to infiltrate this union.” 
Fitzsimmons also singled out 
PROD Executive Director Ar­ 
thur Fox. He described Fox, a 
former attorney for the Nation­ 
al Labor Relations Board, as a 
“33-year-old who never held a 
job in his life ... a disciple of 
Ralph Nader.” 
A PROD spokesman said 
Fitzsimmons’ defense of the un­ 
ion was “disturbingly similar to 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon’s statements in the early 
stages of the Watergate af­ 
fair.” 
“Instead of responding to the 
issues and the extent of wrong­ 
doing we have uncovered, he 
has responded — just like Nixon 
— with personal attacks on the 
press and his critics,” he said. 
Fitzsimmons, who declined to 
endorse any current presiden­ 
tial candidate, said he still feels 
he was right to support Nixon in 
1972 — "you’re damn right I 
do.” 
But he refused flatly to 
answer questions about Hoffa’s 
disappearance. “I have no idea 
what happened to him,” he 
said, “why don’t you find out.”

UPI shows that after a flurry of 
interest in $2 bills on their 
reintroduction in April,, the 
public and merchants have not 
fully accepted them because: 
— Collectors hoard them. 
— Some persons believe they 
are unlucky. 
— They are confused with $20 
bills. 
— Most cash reg ister 
drawers do not have a slot for 
$2 bills. 
The government, which 
hoped to save millions of 
dollars over the printing of $1 
bills, said 225 million bills were 
printed in April, but most have 
since disappeared. 


A Federal Reserve Board of­ 
ficial said there was no way to 
determine where the bills went 
but speculated “they ended up 
in the pockets of collectors.” 
“ The first ones were a 
novelty, but that will wear off if 
we persist in printing them,” he 
said. 
There was an initial run on 
the bills in April. Many persons 
bought them and had them post­ 
marked so they could be used as 
collector’s items. 
“The scene on the back (sign­ 
ing of the Declaration of 
Independence) makes me want 
to hold on to a few,” said Mrs. 
Lois McGovern of Long Beach, 


Calif. “That, plus the fact they 
were pulled out of circulation 
several years ago and became 
collector’s items. That might 
happen again.” 
But Marlene Lineham, a 
teller at the main office of 
Central National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Des Moines, Iowa, 
said customers now are refus­ 
ing to Uke $2 bills. 
“People came in for bundles 
of them during the first week 
they were available, but not 
anymore,” she said. “A lot of 
my customers just don’t like 
them. And, grocery stores are 
turning them back into the bank 
with their deposits because 


they are afraid of a mixup while 
counting change.” 
Superstition plagued the old 
$2 bills and seems to be plagu­ 
ing the new ones. Bank* of­ 
ficials already are seeing torn 
comers. 
According to “A Treasury of 
American Superstition,” people 
tear the comers of $2 bills to 
ward off bad luck. The supersti­ 
tion, according to the bode, 
may have had its origin with 
gamblers. 
A $2 bill relates to a 2, the 
lowest card in the deck, often 
called a “deuce.” The book 
says deuce is a word derived 


from the devil, meaning bad 
luck. 


Although there were reports 
of accepUnce of the bills in 
scattered parts of the nation, 
the survey showed the govern­ 
ment still has a selling job to 
do. 


The government intends to 
keep printing the $2 bills. 


The Fed plans to have more 
than 400 million bills in circula­ 
tion by the end of June and 800 
million or more in circulation 
by 1977.x

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — “If anyone is Interested in the 
greatest ball carrier, the greatest drawing card and the 
superstar of rent-a-car, I can be reached at One Bills Drive, 
Orchard Park, N.Y.” 
Ralph C. Wilson, owner of the Buffalo Bills, after receiv­ 
ing the biggest bombshell in the seven-year history of his 
club, was reluctantly putting O.J. Simpson up for sale. 
Simpson told Wilson during a four-hour meeting here, at 
which time the owner offered to make O.J. football’s richest 
player with a ll million, two-year contract, that: 
— He would not return to Buffalo next season because it 
had created a strain on his marriage — his wife, son and 
daughter live in West Los Angeles. 
— He wanted to be traded to a West Coast team — prefera­ 
bly the Rams, or else Oakland or San Francisco or he would 
retire. 
— He would only play football for one more season, in any 


event, to become a full time actor. Simpson, who has had 
parts in three movies, was to get his first starring role later 
this year in “Goldie and the Boxer.” 
“What forced me to make the decision was my family,” 
Simpson, former Heisman trophy winner from University of 
Southern California, said in an interview. “I couldn’t bear 
being away from them another five months. 
Simpson, who gained a single-season rushing record of 2,003 
yards in 1973, said he had two rounds of talks with Wilson, 
whom he considered a good friend. 
“He understands the situation,” Simpson said. “I asked 
him if he would trade me to a West Coast team and he was 
saddened by it and said we’ve had seven good years together 
and appreciated what I had done for the team.” 
It had been reported that a specific deal was underway 
between the Rams and and Bills, which will send Simpson to 
Los Angeles in exchange for running back Lawrence Mc- 


Cutcheon, two top-flight defensive players and cash. The 
report was denied by both Simpson and Carol Rosenbloom, 
owner of the Rams. 
“No one associated with the Rams, including myself, has 
talked with Wilson or anyone from the Buffalo Bills about 
O.J. Simpson nor have we talked with Simpson,” Rosen­ 
bloom said.

PARIS (UPI) — Adriano 
Panatta of Italy, who followed 
up his victory in the Italian 
Open by winning the French 
Open Sunday, says he is pes­ 
simistic about making it three 
in a row at Wimbledon next 
week. 


Panatta won the French Open 
by downing Harold Solomon, 6- 
1, 6-4, 4-6, 7-6, in the oven-like 
red clay confines of Roland 
Garros stadium on the outskirts 
of Paris. The temperature on 
the court was 124 degrees. 


“I think it’s going to be very 
difficult to win Wimbledon 
because I’m very tired and I 
need a lot of practice on grass,” 
Panatta said. “But at the begin­ 
ning of the year that was the 
tournament I really wanted to 
win.” * 
The AU-England tournament 
at Wimbledon starts June 21 
and runs through July 3. 
Panatta, 25, picked up $27,660 
(Mi his way to stopping the bid 
by Solomon, 23, to become the 
first American in 21 years to 
win the French Open. Tony 
Trabert last pulled it off in 1955. 


Solomon won $13,830 but 
seemed to find that small con­ 
solation. He said Panatta had a 
"ridiculously unfair advan­ 
tage” because Solomon had had 
to go five sets in even hotter 
temperatures the previous day 
— it was 126 degrees in the 
Roland Garros center court 
casserole — to beat Mexico’s 
Haul Ramirez in the semifinal, 
while Panatta had a three-set 
breeze in beating Solomon’s 
doubles partner, Eddie Dibbs.

Don’t 
tell me about this busing If you 
can identify a good school, and 
people know it’s a good school, 
they want that kid in that school 
no matter how they get there. 
The problem is no parent wants 
to bus their kid or walk their kid 
to a lousy school." 


Two ROK fish 
boats seized 


SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) 
— Unidentified vessels believed 
to be Chinese seized two South 
Korean fishing boats over the 
weekend in international 
waters near the Blast China Sea, 
the government announced to­ 
day. 
The Office of Fisheries said 
one ship was taken Friday by 
three vessels in waters HO 
miles southwest of Sohuksando 
Island and another was seen be­ 
ing overtaken Sunday by four 
ships in the same general area. 
Both South Korean boats had 
eight crewmen aboard, the of­ 
fice said. It said it sent a ship to 
the area to search for the miss­ 
ing boats. 
The reported seizures fol­ 
lowed a Chinese statement Fri­ 
day protesting alleged intru­ 
sions by South Korean fishing 
vessels into China’s territorial 
waters.

American federal prison, and 
Mexican citizens in U.S. federal 
prisons would have the choice 
of serving out their terms in 
Mexico. 
The exchange would not 
mean in either case the 
prisoners would be set free. 
O fficials said Kissinger 
called the plan "ingenuous," 
and the United States agreed to 
study it. But they said it in­ 
volves difficult legal and con­ 
stitutional problems which 
would have to be worked out. 
There are about 600 Ameri­ 
cans in Mexican jails, most of 
them young and mostly charged 
with drug-related offenses. 
There are an estimated 1,100 
Mexican prisoners in U.S. 
Federal prisons — most of 
them, according to Mexican of­ 
ficials, on technical violations 
of U.S. immigration laws. 
Some Americans in Mexican 
jails have complained they 
have been physically mistreat­ 
ed and extorted by guards and 
lawyers. They also complain 
that U.S. officials have not done 
all that might be done. 
The Mexicans, on the other 
hand, say most of the drug 
arrests resulted from U.S. in­ 
sistence that Mexico crack 
down harder on the drug traffic. 


They say Mexicans in U S. 
prisons have had their prob­ 
lems, too. They cited the fact 
that Mexican prisoners here, 
unlike American prisoners in 
Mexico, are denied conjugal 
visits from their wives or girl 
friends, lack the right to buy 
their own food to supplement 
their prison diet, and are sub­ 
jected to such abuses as gang 
homosexual rapes, race wars 
and discrimination because of 
skin color. 
The State Department is un­ 
der congressional pressure to 
do something about the prob­ 
lem. Officials said the Mexican 
proposal appeared to be the 
first potential breakthrough. 


Perfect opponent 


SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Republican State As­ 
semblyman Jerry Lewis will 
have few unkind words to say 
about his opponent in the 
November election — Demo­ 
cratic Assemblyman Jerry 
Lewis. 
The Republican legislator, 
seeking a fifth term, received 
1,890 write-in votes from 
Democrats in that party’s 
primary, meaning he will ap­ 
pear on both lines of the 
November ballot. 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Uganda’s President Idi Amin, 
retaliating for a grenade attack 
against his life, has ordered 
massive purges that already 
may have killed as many as 
2,000 persons, according to 
travelers' reports. 
Travelers crossing Uganda’s 
border with Kenya said Sunday 
Amin had set up roadblocks 
throughout the country after 
the Thursday night assassina­ 
tion attempt. They reported the 
nation was in a state of panic. 
Amin, in a personal state­ 
ment broadcast over Uganda 
Radio Sunday, said one of three 
grenades thrown at him hit him 
full in the face, bounced away 
and exploded, bursting the tires 
of his automobile and badly in­ 
juring his chauffeur. 
He shrugged off the close 
call. 
"All leaders have enemies," 
he said. "No one can live for 200 
years. He will die when God 
wills." 
Amin’s driver apparently 
died after the Ugandan leader 
drove him to a hospital, 
lurching along on the wheel 
rims of his damaged automobi­ 
le. 
The travelers said up to 2,000 
persons may have died in 
purges ordered by Amin since 
the attack. Several suspected 
plotters, possibly including an 
unidentified cabinet minister, 
were believed undergoing inter­ 
rogation in Kampala’s Makinde 
Prison. 


The travelers’ reports were 
sketchy, but knowledgeable 
Uganda watchers said Amin 
almost certainly launched some 
type of cleanup operation in a, 
country where up to 250,000 
persons have been killed or dis­ 
appeared since he came to 
power in 1971. 
Uganda Radio dismissed a 
series of weekend explosions in 
Kampala as army training ex­ 
ercises. 
The radio, which initially 
reported the attackers killed 
only one person, said Sunday "a 
few people, including some of 
the assassins, died on the spot." 
Uganda Radio earlier de­ 
scribed the grenades as 
"American and Israeli type" 
arms. 
Official reports said Amin 
was unhurt, but some diplomat­ 
ic reports said he received 
superficial shrapnel cuts on the 
arms and body. 
Amin quoted some of his 
ministers as saying it was a 
“miracle" he survived. He has 
often said he is not afraid of 
death because he knows exactly 
how and when he will die.

Hancock in Lompoc 


As reported in a recent news 
story, Hancock College is in 
the market for a new campus 
in Lompoc valley, and two pos­ 
sib ilitie s ex ist. One is 
Miguelito school and the other 
is La Mesa school. We feel 
Miguelito is the only answer. 
Both schools were closed by 
trustee action several months 
ago and are scheduled to be 
empty beginning next school 
year. Miguelito’s student pop­ 
ulation was subsequently 
transferred to Hapgood which 
has been Hancock’s extension 
campus in Lompoc Valley. 
Thus, Hancock is faced with 
being displaced and has to find 
a new home. 
Miguelito would seem to us 
to be the only logical location 
if for no other reason than its 
site in Lompoc itself. Granted, 
it needs some minor renova­ 
tion not necessary at La Mesa, 
and it may be more leasable 
than La Mesa to some entity 
not to do with schooling, but it 
is the only campus offering the 
proximity so necessary if 
Lompoc is ever to have a bona 
fide college campus of its own, 
and while that might seem of 
no great consequence, one has 
only to remember the number 
of years Lompocans have 
worked and hoped for and 
dreamed of a local college 
cam pus. 
There 
is 
a 
cosmopolitan air ... a feeling 
of life and dynamism which 
revolves around places of 
learning, and the possibility of

a Hancock Campus here to in­ 
still that air into this valley is 
at the very least exciting. 
We understand the need for 
the school trustees to deal in 
dollars and sense and the one 
mitigating 
circumstance 
which could elim inate 
Miguelito from the running is 
its desirability as a site for 
other uses. La Mesa might be 
a problem to lease if Miguelito 
is chosen as the Hancock 
campus, a situation leaving 
one campus open and another 
closed when locating Hancock 
at La Mesa in the first place 
would open both campuses. 
A consideration, to be sure, 
and one which hopefully will 
be resolved by looking at the 
long term benefits as opposed 
to the relatively short term 
costs of keeping a school 
campus closed. Too, the clos­ 
ing of La Mesa in the first 
place was to save money, so 
it can’t cost any more to leave 
it closed, other than from the 
point of view that money 
available and not earned 
becomes a cost, or at least a 
loss. 
Hancock has expressed an 
interest in both campuses and 
has reservations about both 
campuses. It would seem to us 
that while renovation, which is 
Miguelito’s main physical 
drawback, can be amortized, 
location in proximity to the 
potential student population 
should be give the greater 
weight in the long term. 


Goof offs many 
in public sector 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Shortly 
after the expose on Representative 
Wayne L. Hays (D-Ohio) and Elizabeth 
Ray, a tongue-in-cheek story spread 
through the capital that 434 congres­ 
sional secretaries had now quietly 
enrolled in typing classes. 
This sorry joke, of course, does a dis­ 
service to hundreds of 
hard-working straight 
women working in the 
Senate and House.

th e re

enough congressmen 
who call on their 
secretaries for ex­ 
tracurricular intimate 
services that it is now 
speculated that Hays 
may have a fighting 
chance to hang on to or 
regain one or more of 
his assortm ent of 
powerful posts after the hullabaloo dies 
down a bit. Hays could do this by quietly 
threatening to expose his colleagues with 
dates and incidents in their own lives, 
proposing thus to drag them all down 
with him when he falls. 
In this instance the pressure on 
Congress to act may be too great, if the 
publicity continues in full force, even 
though it is no secret that numbers of 
congressmen brag privately — and 
sometimes not so privately — of their

personal prowess with members of their 
staffs. 
And it is well known, too, that on 
Capitol Hill there are considerable 
numbers of male and female employes 
who are unable to type, file or do 
research, employes who, in fact, do little 
or nothing. Most of these skimpy 
workers hold jobs because they are 
relatives or friends of influential con­ 
stituents or of the Congressman or his 
wife. 
For a considerable period of time one 
legislator is known to have kept a former 
state trooper on the payroll who kindly 
didn’t arrest him on a quite serious traf­ 
fic charge. 
The amount of work turned out on 
some committees is so meager that on 
numerous occasions, Pentagon officials, 
for example, have required secretaries, 
analysts and researchers to do the work 
of congressional committees because of 
the unwillingness or Inability of 
members of congressional staff to carry 
out the necessary work. 


In all fairness it must be stated that 
anyone who regularly visits congres­ 
sional committee offices knows there 
are Senate and House Committees whose 
staffs diligently work for long hours, 
frequently without much recognition. 


But there are also committees and 
considerable numbers of committee 
staff members who do little all day but 
read newspapers, polish fingernails, 
phone friends, linger over lunch and 
inter-meal snacks, gaze out the window 
and office hop. 


Time and again this reporter has been 
appalled at the ignorance of many con­ 
gressional staff members on matters 
concerning the agencies and specific 
subjects they are, by assignment, sup­ 
posed to monitor. 


My shock st the small amount of work 
done by some congressional committees 
needs to be put into perspective. I am 
not, after all these years, easily amazed 
by “do-nothingness” In Washington. My 
first experience was during World War H 
in the Army, having been assigned to the 
Pentagon for a number of months before 
being sent overseas. In the office in 
which I worked during that period, I es­ 
timated the output could be increased by 
20 per cent by cutting the staff in half. 
This eliminated those who not only did no 
work but got in the way of those who did. 
Hie chief clerk in this particularly busy 
office propped a newspaper in front of 
her face each day after lunch and slept 
away much of the afternoon. 


Parade Magazine’s contributing editor 
Walter Scott, whose column is devoted to 
answering questions from correspon­ 
dents who want answers to questions 
about the high and the mighty and the 
glamorous, recently printed the follow­ 
ing question: “The Russian writer, Alex­ 
ander Solzhenitsyn, isn’t he fundamen­ 
tally a fascist?” 
To this, Mr. Scott 
published the follow­ 
ing reply: 
“Solzhenitsyn 
believes in and will 
support passionately 
any force or ideology 
opposed to the Soviet 
Union. His hatred of 
Soviet Communism is 
so visceral and per­ 
vasive that he exalts 
Francisco Franco’s 
Spain and denigrates 
Gerald Ford’s America. He loses sight of 
the fact that were it not for American 
reaction to Soviet oppression he would 
not be a free man today. He serves the 
purpose, however, in advising the West 
never to trust the Soviets.” 
It is difficult even to comment on such 
a travesty as Mr. Scott’s. Just for exam­ 
ple, there is no mention that Solzhenitsyn 
fought bloody campaigns against Hitler. 
Those who say that this is of no con­ 
sequence because young Solzhenitsyn 
after all had no alternative than to do so, 
having been conscripted by the Soviet 
Army, are left without explanation for 
Solzhenitsyn’s recent impassioned con­ 
gratulations to Great Britain for having 
fought against the “monster” Hitler. 
What is monstrous in Solzhenitsyn’s eyes 
is not only the Soviet system, but any 
totalitarian system. That he should 
devote most of his time to describing the 
horrors of Soviet tyranny one would 
think would be natural. 
And what about Solzhenitsyn’s venture 
in Spain? What Solzhenitsyn said in his 
television broadcast was that Spain was 
by contrast with the Soviet Union a wild­ 
ly free country. “The progressive forces 
of this country,” he said in Madrid, “tell 
us that the Spanish regime is a dic­ 
tatorship... If in the USSR we had the 
liberty I have witnessed here, we would 
not be able to believe it.” 
Concerning libertarian reforms in 
Spain, Solzhenitsyn cautioned, reflecting 
on the experience in Russia before 1917: 
“Those who desire democratic reforms 
to come more rapidly to Spain than they 
are doing — are they sufficiently wise to 
concern themselves not merely with 
what is going to happen tomorrow, but 
with what may happen the day after 
tomorrow? Those who have liberty and 
also love Spain,” he added, “are obliged 
to meditate on the day after tomorrow, 
rather than on the morrow alone.” 
Does that justify Mr. Scott’s shallow 
characterization, passed out to the tens 
of millions of readers of Parade? 
Those who say there is no freedom of 
expression in Spain should read 


“Cuademos.” There they will see exact­ 
ly the kind of thing Solzhenitsyn is talk­ 
ing about. The writer Juan Benet, after 
describing Solzhenitsyn’s novels as “the 
most insulated, fossil-like, and literarily 
decadent and puerile of recent years,” 
came to the solemn conclusion that as 
long as there are people like Solzhenitsyn 
around, there is a place for concentra­ 
tion camps; indeed, that perhaps the 
best criticism of Soviet Russia is that the 
Soviet Communists ever let Solzhenitsyn 
out of a concentration camp. That such 
soul-affronting venom should already be 
current in Madrid suggests that the day 
after tomorrow may come sooner than 
Solzhenitsyn fears. It is the equivalent 
of, “The only trouble with Hitler is he 


didn’t kill enough Jews.” 
Solzhenitsyn had an experience with a 
Walter Scott or two in Great Britain. The 
magnificent reply of Bernard Levin of 
The Times, speaks for all who are af­ 
fronted by the nature of these attacks. 
“Of course,” writes Levin, “it is 
perfectly possible for a reasonable man 
to disagree either with Solzhenitsyn’s 
analysis of the world’s condition or with 
the conclusion he draws from that 
analysis ... It. is quite another matter 
when we who have just seen the greatest 
man now alive, and have found ourselves 
responding to him immediately and 
without equivocation, on the level at 
which he was addressing us, then find 
our mood so ludicrously misjudged, and 


the measure of the man so signally mis­ 
sed, by most of those who have, so to 
speak, accidentally been entrusted with 
the task of speaking for me. 
“But the people know better ... When 
did a single man, commanding no armies 
and disposing of no votes, last compel 
the world to listen to him, to take him 
seriously, and to wrestle with the dark 
angel he has raised among them — an 
effect achieved by nothing other than 
the force of his character and the iron 
strength of his moral purpose? 
“Never, I think. And what is so 
heartening is that, clear and bell-like 
above all the febrile jeers and the ex­ 
pressions of incomprehension, has come 
the people’s voice.”

South's 
glimpse 
disreputable 
of the past 


PLAINS, GA. - (NEA) - If Atlanta is 
a look at the future of the South, Jimmy 
Carter Country is in some disreputable 
ways a glimpse of the past. Anderson­ 
ville is here. So are stains on the earth 
where the slave auctions stood. If one 
listens there are echoes from guns and 
whips and weeping children. This is 
Southwest Georgia, 
perhaps the birthplace 
of the next president 
of the Union. 
It can be said the 
region has only selec­ 
tively kept pace with 
the 
p ro g re ss of 
America. It has ac­ 
commodated color tv 
and fast food service, 
but there has been less 
in the way of adaption 
of the soul. Folks who 
’praise be* in Carter’s 
church still don’t like niggermen looking 
at their daughters. Black youths can be 
free in a way, but their fathers dare less. 
Prejudice remains the reason of fools 
here. Justice for the darkies still often 
resembles the machinations of trolls. 
One example is illustrative. 
Two years ago a man named Roy Pat­ 
terson was engaged in the pursuit of up­ 
ward mobility in Albany, Ga., a town to 
the south of Plains. He was married, had 
a child, and was a Marine Corps sergeant 
with a fine record of service. He was, 
however, black, and as it has for so many 
of his people in this area his color was to 
become his undoing. 
One day the sergeant accompanied his 
mother and brother on an innocent trip to 
Cordele, Ga., a community to the west of 
Plains. There, at a filling station, a state 
trooper began questioning Patterson’s 


brother about a defective taillight on his 
automobile. Hie sergeant joined the con­ 
versation to see if there was anything he 
could do, and was reportedly told by the 
cop to “shut your mouth.’' 
The cop, it should be mentioned, was 
not in good humor. But then, according 
to the views of some who knew him, he 
seldom was when confronting the 
colored. He was a heavy drinker and 
allegedly tended toward excessive zeal 
in his police responsibilities. He once got 
drunk with a fellow patrolman and was 
shot with the other man’s revolver. 
Another time, reportedly, he arrested a 
black citizen, smashed him in the teeth 
and threw him in his patrol car with the 
warning: “If you bleed one drop on my 
seats I’ll blow your head off.” 
Whatever his character, the trooper 
eventually felt that a faulty taillight was 
an arrestable offense in the case of Roy 
Patterson’s brother. He took him to the 
jail for what he said would be an Intox- 
imeter test. Sgt. Patterson followed, and 
at the lockup was told again to keep his 
mouth shut. Feeling between the 
sergeant and the trooper became heated, 
the Marine finally saying he was going to 
get a lawyer for his brother — and a scuf­ 
fle began soon after that. 
What happened then, according to Pat­ 
terson’s account, was singularly bizarre. 
The sergeant said the trooper tried to 
handcuff him and at the same time 


pulled out his .357 magnum pistol. Pat­ 
terson says he reacted instinctively for 
fear of getting shot, and wrestled the of­ 
ficer for the weapon. During the alterca­ 
tion the sergeant’s wife and baby were 
knocked to the floor. Then another 
policeman joined the fracas. In the end 
both officers were shot dead, Patterson 
insisting it was accidental and beyond 
his control. 
A jury did not believe the sergeant. 
Marine Corps evidence was introduced 
that indicated Patterson had “no ap­ 
parent tendency toward violence.” 
Defense lawyers tried to explain the 
matter was precipitated by the aggres­ 
sive trooper, that ail the sergeant was 
trying to do originally was take a trip 
with his family, and all he tried to do in 
the end was protect them. Had Patterson 
been white and the trooper black, said 
the defense, the matter would not have 
been brought to trial. The finding: guilty. 
The sentence: life. 
Today Roy Patterson rots away in a 
jailhouse in Jimmy Carter Country, a 
reminder that the Old South lives even as 
the New Sound expands. Wide smiles and 
talk of Jesus doesn’t quite explain the 
phenomena. It’s not J. Carter’s fault, 
certainly. He can’t be blamed for the ills 
of some of his neighbors. And yet, listen­ 
ing to the terrible echoes here, one 
wonders if any native is altogether inno­ 
cent
